Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 68 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable over Stefik (US 
Patent No 5,715,403). 

As per claim 68, 

Stefik ('403) discloses an information providing apparatus for a system that also includes 
an information processing apparatus and another information providing apparatus comprising: 

transmission control means for controlling a transmission of a content to the another 
information providing apparatus in response to a request for purchasing content from an 
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information processing apparatus ;(Figure 19[ elements 1906- sending data and 1909 the client 
receiving data in particular]) 

reception control means for controlling, when said content has previously been 
transmitted to the information providing apparatus, the reception, sent from said second 
information processing apparatus, of information for identifying a transmission destination of 
said content said first information processing apparatus;(Figure 18 [elements 1807and 1813 
determine if the digital work is usable i.e. reception control]) 

storage control means for controlling the storing of said information of said first 
information processing apparatus for identifying said transmission destination of said content in 
correspondence with data for identifying said content. (Figure 1 [stores in a repository]) 

transmission control means also for transmitting said information for identifying the 
transmission destination and usage condition to said information processing apparatus.(Figure 
19[ elements 1906- sending data and 1909 the client receiving data in particular]) 

reception control means for receiving from said information processing apparatus user 
identification data for identifying a user of said information processing apparatus. (Figure 16 
[elements 1614 checks registration ID]) 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 67, 69-84 are allowable over the prior art record.
